EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 
revelation that Assembly 
Park property owners are de- 
siring to be annexed to the 
city of Dixon should be greet- 
ed with considerable satisfac- 
tion by pro-annexation en- 
thusiasts. 


Tna city council has now to act 


on th« petition to bring under city 
jurisdiction a large slice of Dixon's 
fringe area. There seems to be no 
objection to the move, and in fact 
there sould be widespread approv- 
al.

It has been the sentiment of 


Mayor 
William Slothower that 


more Dixoa fringe areas should 
Investigate the possibility of join- 
ing "under one roof," as the propo- 
sition seems to present itself. 


It would seem that idea is con- 


siderably advanced by lot own- 
ers of Assembly park, who ap- 
parently visualize the benefits of 
being part of a well-run munici- 
pality. It must be made clear, 
also, that they needed no induce- 
ments other than the prospect of 
a sewer line (which they'll pay 
for), water and gas service (paid 
for by the utility firms) and other 
service*, such as garbage col- 
lection, which the city provide* 
In return tor taxes. 


Primarily, we think, the lot own- 


ers were motivated by a sense of 
civic duty and pride. Most of them 
are now residents of the city hoping 
to build their "dream" home along 
Rock river. They feel a moral ob- 
ligation to the city, one that pro- 
vides them their livelihood and a 
hundred and one benefits not pre- 
scribed'by statute or otherwise. 


The city administration, we hope, 


will approve th4 annexation peti* 
tion and set it forth as an example 
lor others residing in nearby areas, 


It also should drill home the 


fact that annexation to our city 
presents no booby-trap*—as some 
opponents seem to think. As a 
matter of fact, joining with this 
progressive municipality offers » 
heap of benefits.

While most of the area in ques- 


tion currently is unimproved, the 
annexation probably will mean a 
rapid growth of homes there as a 
result of the benefits coupled with 
being part of Dixon. 


In the past, there has been some 


objection among members of the 
city council to annexing properties 
bit by bit, in view of the overall an- 
nexation plans of the city. 


The petition of Assembly park 


property owners is in accord with 
a desire of the council to annex ter- 
ritories in large chunks. 


Going along with efforts to make 


Dixon a bigger and better commu- 
nity, property owners feel annexa- 
tion is a step in the right direction. 


For years now, endeavors to an- 


nex large scale contiguous areas 
have been blocked on grounds ft 


would mean heavier taxation. 


Eye Benefits 


While persons involved in this 


latest annexation petition acknowl- 
edge this fact, a general consensus 
is that the benefits are worth the 
higher taxes. 


In the event the city agrees to 


annex the proposed territory, ac 
tion will be taken to have prelimi 
nary improvements made in the 
near future. 


One of the first steps will be to 


install sewer facilities, with pro 
perty owners imposing upon them 
selves a special assessment 


The installation of public utili 


ties along .with streets, curbs, and 
gutters, are expected to follow as 
a natural consequence of the an- 
nexation. 


Although it is not anticipated all 


improvements will be made im- 
mediately, it is believed they will 
come as there is indication homes 
will be built in the area.

Mississippi Parkway Plan 
Bill Now Goes to Senate 


WASHINGTON (yrV-The long-discussed Mississippi parkwaywill get 


a big boost along the road to reality If the senate approves a highway 
bill the house passed Monday. 


This measure would earmark 


$350,000 for planning and coordi- 
nating a continuous road general- 
ly following the Mississippi River 
from Its source in Lake Itasca, 
Minn,, to the Gulf of Mexico. 


A plan for such a highway was 


submitted to Congress in 1051 by 
the Commerce and Interior De- 
partments, after a lengthy survey. 


It provide* for a 2,000-mile road 


paralleling the river, crossing and 
re-crossing the stream so as to 
traverse all 10 states along tha 
route. It would utilise existing 
highways where available. In 1161 
tha parkway would bo built in 
each state aa part of tha faderal- 
state highway system and with 
finds available under tha faderal 
aid highway program.

Threat to Networks 
WASHINGTON, (£>)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower, it now is 
known, hand-picked Vice 
Presfdent Nixon to fire back 
the Republican party's reply 
to charges by Adlai Steven- 
son that the GOP is using 
"slander, dissension and de- 
ception" to try to win the 
coming congressional elec- 
tions. 


But 
Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis), 


while terming Nixon an "excellent 
choice" to speak for the party, 
made it clear Monday night he still 
expects NBC and CBS to give him 
free radio and TV time to reply to 
what he called a "vicious attack 
on me personally" by Stevenson, 
the Democrats' 1952 presidential 
candidate. 


"I am delegating to no one the 


authority to d e f e n d me," .Mc- 
Carthy told, newsmen in New York 
after he had learned the two big 
networks had rejected his demand 
for equal air time but had agreed 
instead to give the Republican par- 
ty a 30-minute rebuttal period next 
Saturday night.

"They will grant me time or 


learn what the law is," McCarthy 
said in strongly hinting he might 
take the matter to the Federal 
Communications Commission. A 
new member of the FCC—which 
regulates radio-TV operations—is 
Robert E. Lee, a friend of the Wis- 
consin senator. 


Addressing a big Democratic 


rally in Miami, Fla., last Saturday 
night, Stevenson aimed much of 
his attack at McCarthy, whom he 
accused of seeking to lead the Re- 
publican party to a "malign and 
'atal totalitarianism." The titular 
eader of the Democrats also said 
the Republicans are divided "half 
McCarthy and half Eisenhower." 


Chairman Leonard W. Hall of the 


Republican national committee, 
claiming that Stevenson had "im- 
pugned the Eisenhower administra- 
ion," got in ahead of McCarthy 
Monday with a formal bid for 
:qual radio and TV time to reply. 
High administration sources said 


Monday night Eisenhower himself 
made the suggestion that the Re- 
jublican national committee seek 
ree radio-TV time to answer 
tevenson and that it was the 
•resident who chose Nixon to 
peak for the party.

Fatherless Turkey Puzzles 
Government's Researchers 


WASHINGTON (»—Government agricultural researchers wonder if 


they have developed a "fatherless turkey." 


Theodore C. Byerly, chief of the animal and poultry husbandry 


research branch of the department of agriculture, told about it in testi- 
mony, made public today, before the house appropriations committee. 


It all began when researchers 


began wondering about fertility in 
turkeys. 


Dr. Byeny said Dr. Marlow Ol- 


sen incubated "a good many eggs 
from turkey females that never 
had been mated," and declared: 


"I think not to his amazement 


but to ours he found that about 15 
per cent of those eggs began to 
develop after three or four days of 
incubation. One or two of the em- 
bryos went as long as an equiva- 
lent «C seven or eight days of de-

Colleague 
Says Senator 
Splits GOP 


Wisconsin Senator 
Accused of Setting 
Up 'One-Man* Party 


WASHINGTON 
UP)—Sen. 


Flanders (R-Vt) said in the 
senate today that Sen. Me- 
Carthy (R-Wis) "is doing his 
best to^shatter" the Republic- 
an party "by intention or 
through ignorance. 


He said McCarthy belongs to a 


"«ne-man party, whose name is 
McCarthyism, a title which he has 
proudly accepted." 


McCarthy's search for internal 


subversion is diverting the nation 
from external troubles to an "ex- 
tent dangerous to our future as a 
nation," Flanders told his col- 
leagues, adding: 


"Look Out, Senators!" 


"The dangerous attack is from 


without, not from within. Look out 
senators, and see what is creeping 
upon us." 


Flanders said the world appears 


to be arming for "age-long warfare 
between God and the Devil," split 
into Communist and non-Commu- 
nists camps and asked: 


"In this battle, . . . what is the 


part of the junior Senator from 
Wisconsin? 


"He dons his war-paint. He goes 


into his war-dance. He emits his 
war-whoops. He goes forth to bat- 
tle and proudly returns with the 
scalp of a pink Army dentist." 


This was a reference to Dr. Ir- 


ving Peress, New York dentist 
given an honorable discharge from 
the. Army recently despite his refu- 
sal to answer questions on possible 
Communist links asked him by 
Sen. McCarthy, chairman of ths 
Senate permanent investigation! 
subcommittee. 


Dozen Hear Him 


Only about a dozen senators were 


in the chamber. 


Flanders read from a prepared 


speech which he delivered without 
reference to any immediate busi- 
ness before the Senate. The pend- 
ng legislation is proposed State- 
iood for Hawaii. 


McCarthy was not In the Senate 


chamber. He is in New York to- 
day. 


Flanders noted McCarthy's ab- 


sence and said he wished McCar- 
thy were here. 


Although McCarthy's activities 


lave long been a point of contro- 
versey within his party, it was one 
of the first instances in the Sen- 
ate that a Republican has spoken 
out so strongly. 


Flanders, who called himself a 


member of "liberal wing" of the 
Republican party said: 


"To what party does McCarthy 


belong? Is he a hidden satellite of 
the Democratic party to which he 
s furnishing so much material for 
iriith?" 


When the Republicans took over 


the government early last year, 
'landers said, "the premises were 
dii " inctead." 


McCarthy charged 
into these 


'dirty premises with all the ener- 
gy and enthusiams of a natural 
)orn housekeeper," Flanders con- 
tinued. 


Flanders said "natural born" 


housekeepers "seldom work quiet- 


' but added that he had "never 


seen or heard anything to match 
he dust and the racket of this 
particular job of housecleanmg."

Top Yields in Legumes 
Require Right Bacteria 


Maximum production and highi 


quality of legume crops depend on 
effective nitrogen-fixing bacteria 
in the soil. There is no other prac- 
tical and economical way of sup- 
plying an equal quantity of avail- 
able nitrogen and of getting the 
most out of the adapted high qua- 
lity legume and grass seed you 
tow. 


Legumes also contribute great- 


ly to the maintenance of good-qua- 
lity organic matter. Organic matter 
improves the physical condition of 
the soil, increases its moisture- 
holding capacity. 'and holds plant 
nutrients. The combination of or- 
ganic matter and fertilizers pro- 
vides plant nutrients for maximum 
yield. 


That legume bactena axe of dif- 


ferent kinds has been known for 
a long time. Those that work on al- 
falfa' and sweetclover will not func- 
tion on the clovers or on peas, 
beans, soybeans, and other le- 
gumes. Conversely, the clover or- 
ganisms fail to work on alfalfa and 
sweetclover. 


Not all agricultural soils contain 


the bacteria necessary to promote 
legume growth. Too often it is tak- 
en for granted that special inocula- 
tion is not necessary, because a le- 
gume has been grown in the same 
soil. Furthermore, many of the le- 
gume bacteria naturally present in 
cultivated soils are not high nitro- 
gen-fixing strains. In Kansas, 217 
strains of alfalfa and sweetclover 
bacteria were isolated from nod- 
ules growing on these plants with- 
in a restricted area. When these 
strains were tested on alfalfa 
plants, 27% fixed a high amount of 
nitrogen, 21% fixed a small amount 
of nitrogen, and 52<"{, fixed in-be- 
tween amounts of nitrogen. 


Selected, strains of legume bac- 


teria can increase the yield or 
protein content of legumes as much 
as 20% on the average, more than 
the natural legume bacteria in the 
soil. Bacteria should function nor- 
mally if the chemical reaction of 
the soil is suitable, if sufficient 
moisture and plant food aie avail- 
able, and if temperatures are not 
too high. Acid soils tend to elimi- 
nate bactena in proportion to the 
degree of acidity. Bacteria of al- 
falfa, sweetclover and red clover 
are among those not acid-tolerant. 
Soybean, velvetbean, c o w p e a , 
vetch, lespedeza and lupine bac- 
teria belong to the acid-tolerant 
types. 


Unless it is known that the soil 


already contains the right kind of 
bacteria of a highly effective strain. 
aitificial inoculation should always 
be used when sowing legume seed. 
"When in doubt, inoculate." Never 
be induced to use the obsolete soil- 
transfer 
method of inoculation. 


Tests made by Erdman and others 
have shown that a high percentage 
of commercial legume cultures on 
the market today, put out by well- 
known concerns, and used accord- 
ing to instructions, can be depend- 
ed upon to produce satisfactory re-

URBANA—When hitching your 


tractor to an implement, your 
place is on the seat, not between 
the tractor and the machine. 


For disobeying this rule, many a 


farmer has paid with smashed 
fingers, a crippled leg or even his 
life, says Gordon McCleary, Uni- 
versity of Illinois farm safety spe- 
cialist. 


In some cases the farmer blames 


a grabby clutch for his accident. 
Or maybe he thinks a hand clutch 
Is meant to be operated from be- 
hind the tractor while he juggles 
the implement tongue. But the 
manufacturer didn't .make the hand 
clutch for that purpose. If you get 
hurt or killed by misusing it, it's 
your fault, not the tractor's. 


You won't have to get off the 


tractor to hitch to a wagon, plow 
or other implement with a light 
tongue if you have a hook that lets 
you lift the tongue while you stay 
on the seat. Make the hook long 
enough to allow you to reach the 
ground by leaning over slightly. 


For discs, manurt spreaders and 


other hard-to-hitch tools, take the 
time to jack the implement hitch to 
the right height after stopping the 
tractor a few inches from the ma- 
chine.

Says Wheat 
Makes Good 
Wallboard 


WASHINGTON—A light building- 


material made of wheat and billed 
as a way to lick the problem of 
farm surpluses was unveiled her? 
by Reed Research, Inc. 


S t a n l e y F. Reed, 34-year-old 


president of the firm, said uses for 
the material range from wallboard 
for homes to airplane flooring and 
include doors and many types of 
furniture. 


Th« insulated material, accord- 


ing to Mr. Reed, "has the greatest 
strength at the lowest cost of any 
competitive product I know." He 
estimated it would cost 60 per cent 
to 75 per cent of competing mate- 
rials. 


Reed said he sees nothing to pre- 


vent his as yet unnamed substance 
from being used commercially, tkit 
he admitted it still must be fully 
perfected. 


In turning out the board, whole 


wheat kernels are "puffed" to 20 
times their original size, coated 
with resins and other chemicals to 
make them weather-pi oof and re- 
sistant to insects,and fungi, then 
compressed under heat to varying 
thicknesses. The final board "can 
also be coated with a thm layer 
of metal or veneer. 


Reed said his invention stemmed 


from a challenge by a congression- 
al farm economist last summer to 
show how modem reseat eh couid 
help lick the farm surplus prob- 
lem by finding new uses for basic 
commodities.

Survey Indicates State Will Face 


Teacher Shortage in '54 


In the fall of 1954 the schools of Illinois will face the 


most serious shortage of teachers in the history of the state. 
According to a report made by Harold Gibson, director of 
the bureau of appointments at Illinois State Normal Univer- 
sity, the 49 teacher educating institutions of Illinois will not 
be able to provide more than 1,770 of the needed 4,900 new 
teachers who will be employed this fall. 
The report of the impending teacher shortage was made 


by the Illinois Teacher Placement Association. Aiding Gib- 
son in making the survey of the number of graduates of the 
49 institutions educating teachers were Frank ONeal of 
Illinois Wesleyan University and Claude E. Vick of the Illi- 
nois Education Association. This group predicts that even 
the all-time high in salaries for beginning teachers of $3,300 
annually will not forestall the shortage. The plain facts as 
presented by the survey are that the state is just not grad- 
uating enough teachers to meet the needs of the schools. 


The survey shows that when all of the college graduates 


of 1954 who are seeking teaching positions are employed 
there will still be an estimated 3,130 classrooms to be filled 
before school opens in the fall. The problem that school 
boards, school administrators and interested civic groups 
will face is that of finding the needed teachers. 
*

* 


The most conservative estimates of the number of new 


teachers that will actually be employed by the schools of 
Illinois in 1954 is 4,900. In spite of the fact that this num- 
ber is needed the 49 colleges of the state will provide only 
1 770 who will actually accept positions. While these col- 
leges will graduate a total of 4.509 persons (2,097 are ele- 
mentary teachers and 2.412 high school teachers) several 
hundred of this number are elementary teachers who are al- 
ready teaching and have attended summer school to get their 
degrees. They do not constitute a source of new teacher 
supply. Based upon figures indicating what happened to 
the graduates of last year it is assumed that only 1,770 of 
the 4 509 graduates of this year will become new teachers in 
Illinois this fall. Of the 4,862 graduates prepared to teach 
last year only 48 ^f are now teaching in this state. Other 
states employed 11% of the 1953 graduates. In many cases 
higher salaries were paid by other states. Other losses in 
the potential teaching force of Illinois were due to attending 
graduate school (8?M and military service (8%). It is in- 
teresting to note that homemaking took 4% and that only 
1% are still seeking positions. Complete reports could not be 
obtained on 10% of the graduates of last year.

Contrary to popular belief no large number of persons 


who were prepared to teach actually entered other types of 
employment. Only %% of the graduates of 1953 took other 
types of positions. 


The schools of Illinois will have to employ 3,130 new 


teachers in addition to the graduates of our colleges in 1954 
It has been estimated that not more than 600 will come from 
ether states. If the classrooms are to "have teachers com 
munities will be forced to search for individuals living within 
their own school districts who have the proper qualifications 
to become teachers. Luther Black, secretary of the Illinois 
Teacher Certification board, says that we have 10,000 per- 
sons in Illinois who have teaching certificates, but who are 
not teaching. Many of these people will have to be pressed 
back into service if the teacher shortage is to be met.

The shortage of elementary teachers in 1954 has reached 


the critical point. At this early date most bureaus of ap 
pointments have received notification of from 5 to 10 times 
as many vacancies as they hav6 candidates seeking positions 
Several large school systems in California, Oregon and Mic'hi 
gan have sent representatives to the various colleges of Illi 
nois in an attempt to induce teachers to leave Illinois by pay 
ing salaries that are in many cases $500 per year higher than 
the prevailing salaries in this state.

Although the shortage of high school teachers is not as 


serious as in the elementary fields this shortage will begin 
to get serious in the fall of 1954. Placement officials predic 
that high schools will have difficulty in employing teacher: 
in the following fields: Agriculture, commerce (with short 
hand and typewriting), English, Latin, home economics, in 
dustrial arts, library, music, physical education for women 
and physical science. Other shortages may develop as the 
time for the opening of school approaches in September.

Most placement officials feel that the only answer to the 


teacher shortage in the future is a campaign upon the part 
of Parent-Teacher associations, school superintendents, prin 
cipals and teachers, and other civic groups to encourage manj 
more high school graduates to go into the profession of teach 
ing. If all of the 49 teacher education institutions of Ulinoi 
could double their enrollments in 1954 and maintain this dou 
ble enrollment for the next four years, we still would not be 
educating enough teachers to meet the needs of Illinois in 
1959.

Institutionalizing Victim 
Of Stroke Needs Much Study

"Should an elderly person who 


has had three servere strokes af- 
fecting one side, his speech, and 
his 
mentality, be 
institutiona- 


lized?" asks Mrs. L. "Is the pos- 
sibility of skilled care, which he 
would obtain under such circum- 
stances, more helpful than keep- 
ing him at home with a relative 
who 
cannot 
give 
him 
expert 


care?" 


Certainly the question of insti- 


tutionalizing a person who has been 
so severly 
injured by several 


strokes should be seriously consid- 
ered. Actually, it cannot be de- 
cided, nor can one say what the 
chances for recovery would be 
without much more information 
than Mrs. L. has supplied. 
The 


exact physical and mental condi- 
tion would have to be known be- 
fore judgment could be rendered, 
and common decency and compas- 
sion requires that the patient's de- 
sires also be followed, or at least 
consulted.

often accept new truth and put it to work helpfully in his own daily 
life."

I quote this statement for a Mrs. G. who has discovered new truth 


that has not yet been applied to her daily life. 


Her first family-disapproved marriage ended in desertion and di- 


vorce. Four years later, she married Mr. G , a responsible and devoted 
husband. He is deeply resented by her 12-year-old son, Frank. 


"It's my fault," she writes. 
"Before my remarriage, I was im- 


patient with the boy's natural jealousy of Mr. G. Now I know that my 
impatience was fear of losing my chance to justify myself to my fam- 
ily in a stable marriage. The hurt was done to Frank and now it's too 
late to- mend matters. ..." 


Wiiat a cruel idea! What earthly good is it to realize a past weak- 


ness in ourselves if we cannot use our knowledge to overcome its effect 
on our present? 


Let's see how today Mrs. G can use what she knows about the 


past. 


She blames her need for self-justification for the impatience that 


incited Frank's jealousy of Mr. G. What is it now that discourages 
her from telling Frank this? Why hasn't she shared her newly dis- 
covered truth with him? 


She has not revealed herself to Frank, I think because she wants 


to justify herself to him just as four years ago, she wanted to justify 
herself to her family. 


Well, we can't justify weakness. That impatient young woman we 


were before had no moral dignity, so we can't give her any in Frank's 
eyes. 


She had, however human appeal. And if we can overcome our 


need to give her moral justification, and just feel compassion for her 
fear of family criticism and condemnation, we can present her to Frank 
in such a way "to win his compassion for her. too 


As Dr. Koshuk implies, it's not enough merely to know a past 


truth about ourselves. We have to apply it to today. We have to tell 
it to Frank, not for the sake of his approval, but for the sake of truth 
itself. 


That is moral dignity.

We 
don't go over there and tell them 
how to jump on a grape." 


Condon has no opinion on the 


subject of bop. He just never thinks 
of .it. If he did I'm sure he would 
loathe it, but someone played a 
bop record for him the other day 
and insisted that he comment 


"I sat through a hurricane in 


1944 on a beach out in Jersey," 
said Eddie, "and this is very re- 
mindful of it."

tee met. 


When it was over Sen. Fergu- 


son (R-Mich). the chairman, em- 
erged and said there was no in- 
tention of asking the Senate itself 
to form new rules. 


"I suppose," Ferguson added, 


"each chairman thinks he already 
has all the rules he needs, other- 
wise he would have done some- 
thing about it "

mittee chairmen."

Ike Faces 
Defeat on 
Tax Views 


WASHINGTON (to — Some key 


Republicans said today the Eisen- 
hower administration faces prob- 
able defeat in trying to stave off 
a wide range of excise tax cuts. 


A bill to reduce many of these 


"nuisance" taxes comes up in the 
House Wednesday with leadership 
backing and with no organized op- 
position in sight there or in the 
Senate. 


Leaders said the administration 


would not oppose House passage 
of the bill to slash about 930 mil- 
lion dollars a year off taxes on 
movie 
tickets, furs, 
passenger 


fares, telephone bills, cosmetics, 
luggage, handbags and wallets, 
jewelry, cameras, sporting goods 
and other items. 


But they announced, after a 


White House conference, that the 
administration 
would fight 
to 


knock out some of these reductions 
when the bill hits the Senate. The 
administration position is that the 
government cannot afford to lose 
the revenue. 


The bill would slice to 10 per 


cent all excise or sales taxes now 
above that level, except those on 
liquor and tobacco, April 1.
